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Warm Water Between Layers 
- Of Cold Found in Arctic Ocean 
By Wilkins Submarine Party 


Thermometer Registers 3 Degrees Below 
Freezing at Depth of 15 Feet, 414, Above 
at 91, and 11% Below at 476.

ABOARD SUBMARINE NAU- 
TILUS, ARCTIC OCEAN, Aug. 28 
(by radio).—Drawing closer to the 
North Pole on our tortuous voyage 
northward through the Arctic ice 
pack, we today began to delve into 
the mystery of Arctic temperatures, 
a study which may help to explain 
weather conditions along the Amer- 
fean and North European coast. 

A series of 79 important records 
were secured in nine hours of con- 
tinuous work under the pressure of 
the Nautilus diving compartment. 
Three hours of further investiga- 
tion in the laboratory disclosed a 
curious ‘anomaly. ; 

We were working 15 feet below 
the surface where the water tem- 
perature is 3 degrees below freezing 
Fahrenheit. Seventy-six feet far- 
ther down the temperature had 
jumped up to 4% degrees above’ 
fréezing. Below this point the 
temperature gradually decreased 
until at 456 feet a temperature 1% 
degrees below freezing was regis- 
tered. (The freezing point of 
wuter is 32 degrees above zero 
Fahrenheit.) 

This curious condition of warm 
water between two layers of cold 
water has a considerable bearing 
on conditions far beyond the Arc- 
tic. ‘Ve know that the warm Gulf 
stream must empty into the Arc- 
tic Ocean, but why warmer and 
lighter waters should sink beneath 
cold layers has yet to be explained. 
We feel that further investigation 


a 


will bring new light on this 
strange, important problem, vitally 
associated as it is with weather 
conditions along the America and 
North European coasts. 

We believe that could we have 
sampled the water and tempera- 
tures near the bottom of the Arc- 
tic Ocean at this point we wou'd 
have found another warmer layer. 

Among our records are the find- 
ings from bottom samples of de- 
posits 15 inches deep at a point 
2600 meters (about 890 feet) below 
the surface. 

The air temperature is still two 
degrees below freezing and the 
upper portion of our metal craft is 
completely covered with ice. Chief 
radio operator Meyers. had to 
climb up’and scrape off the an- 
tenna before he could send thir 
dispatch. The general health f 
everyone aboard is good. We have 
been well fed. 

Illustrating the value of careful 
personal precautions before ven- 
turing into the Arctic, it is inter- 
esting to note that three of the 
crew, Chief Engineer Shaw, Assist- 
ant Electrician Lundbeck, and Ja- 
cob Flutsch, the mess boy, who 
were not treated by a dentist be- 
fore embarking, have been con- 
stantly suffering from toothache. 
All those whose teeth were put in 
first-class condition have not had 
any trouble. 

We are again proceeding North. 
A canopy of clouds in the East 
has obscured the sun so no ac: 
curate position is obtainable.

FORD CO, TO RE-EMPLOY 
15,000 MEN ON SEPT. 8 


Expects to Recall Total of 50,000— 
All Former Employes—Within 
Next Month. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 29.—The 


Ford Motor Co. which curcailed its 
manufacturing force Aug. 1, an- 
nounced today that between 15,000 
and 25,000 men had been ordered 
to return Sept. 8. 

Officials of the company said 
they expected 50,000 men to be 
recalled by the middle af Septem- 
ber. They said only former em- 
ployes had been asked to return. 

The company made no announce- 
ment of any change in the three- 
day week working schedule which 
has been in effect for many months. 

In normal times the plants of the 
Ford Co. employ in excess of 100,- 
000 workers, at a minimum wage 
of $7 a day. The number was 
sharply reduced following the 
break in the motor car market in 
the fall of 1929. Since then the 
majority of the employes have been 
on a three-day-a-week basis, al- 
though some departments have va- 


ee Be 


‘Iried the schedule up to an occa- 


sional five-day week. 

At the time of the curtailment 
early this month the total number 
of workers on the payroll was un- 
derstood to be in excess of 70,000. 
It has been said that despite the 
curtailment the Ford Co. payroll 
in Detroit during the period since 
Aug. 1 has averaged $500,000 a 
day.

Nierdieck said he had with- 
drawn the money over a period of 
a year and a half “to keep up ap- 
pearances.” Business conditions had 
reduced his earnings as a salesman, 
he said, and he had “just lived up 
the money.” He denied he had 
lost more than a negligible amount 
at East Side race tracks.

Yerby flyers, Mrs. Gladys O'Donnell 
of Long Beach, Cal., arrived at 


Municipal Airport here at 4:15 p 
m. today. Others in the race fol- 
lowed at short intervals after their 
flight from Terre Haute, Ind. 


Fifty men and women flyers, 


bound for Cleveland im the first 
event of the National Air Races. 
happed off from Parks Airport at 
one-minute intervals beginning at 
9 a. m. today for thei» next con- 
trol point, Terre Haute, Ind. From 


there they flew to Dayton, O., for 
the final overnight stop. 

With only 16 women in the event, 
the race from Santa Monica, Cal., 
offers the rare spectacle of wom- 
an beating man at his own game. 
Mrs. Phoebe Omlie of Memphis, 
veteran of many a race  cross- 
country, is leading both divisions 
of the race, with a percentage of 
106.42. D. C. Warren, San Fran- 
cisco, is leading the men’s division, 
with a percentage of 103.23. 

The percentage figure on which 
pilots are graded is obtained by 
dividing the maximum possible 
speed of each plane by the average 
speed maintained by its pilot over 
the race course. Thus, it is that 
slow planes compete with faster 
ships on an equal basis. 

Woman Has Fastest Ship. 

Mrs. Gladys O’Donnell, Long 
Beach, Cal., led the racers’ into 
Parks Airport yesterday afternoon 
just as she has led them into every 
control stop with her tapered-wing 
Waco, by far the fastest ship in 
the race. 

She took off from Jefferson City 
at 2:32 p. m., barged nonchalant- 
ly through a wire fence over which 
she could not rise, and 37 minutes 
later was crossing Parks Airport, 
her engine snarling as she dove the 
yeHow plane across the finish line. 

Seven minutes behind her came 
Mrs. Omlie in her tiny monocoupe. 
After three minutes came Jean La 
Rene, Dallas, Tex., in a Rearwin. 
From that point on there was al- 
ways a racing plane in sight, zip- 
ping for the field. Sometimes two 
or three crossed the line almost to- 
gether, then swung wide around 
the airdrome for easy landings. 

Noticeable to everyone who wit- 
nessed the arrival of the women’s 
derby two years ago at Parks Air- 
port, was the vast improvement in 
the flying of the women pilots. Two 
years ago several of the pilots 
cracked up on the field and 
mechanics *were kept busy all night 
getting their ships into.shape for 
the following day. 

What the Women Wore. 

The garb worn by the feminine 
pilots was an interesting set of 
contrasts ranging all the way from 
oil-stained breeches to light sport 
dresses. Mae Haizlip of St. Louis, 
wife of a local pilot, wore, for ex- 
ample, a blue silk dress, a knit cap 
and sport shoes. 

Mrs. Louise Thaden,Pittsburg,Pa., 
flying a cabin plane, wore a green 
woolen dress figured in black. Miss 
Florence Barnes, wife of a Cali- 
fornia minister, wore a pair of oil- 
stained jodhpurs and a lteather 
jacket. Before she left her plane 
she changed her helmet, worn 
awry on her hair, for a blie tam. 

Mrs. Ruth Stewart, another St. 
Louisan, wore spotless white jodh- 
purs and white sweater. She was 
bareheaded. Mrs. Mildred Morgan, 
Beverly Hills, Cal., wore sky blue 
coveralls with zippers and all the 
other fittings of mechanics’ union- 
alls. The ensemble was completed 
with a blue helmet and white shoes 
with blue saddles. Mrs. Blanche 
Noyes wore a three-quarter length 
red leather jacket with red helmet, 
blue jodhpurs and a white silk 
shirt. 

Race Ends Tomorrow. 

Most of the women pilots had 
landed before the first of the men, 
starting after them, began to cross 
the airport. As the ships landed, 
a crew of uniformed mechanics 
from Parks Air College waved the 
pilots into their berths and they 
were being serviced in a few min- 
utes. A crowd of several thousand, 
kept behind ropes, watched . the 
proceedings and had its eyeful of 
most of the better known women 
pilots of the country as well as

BOMBAY, India, Aug. 29.—Ma- 


hatma Gandhi, clad only in a loin 
cloth and a shawl and accompanied 
by his two goats, sailed for England 
today to attend the second round 
table conference on India’s status. 
Just before he left 12 members 
of the “Red Flag Union’’ who were 
demonstrating against him were 
seriously injured when they were 
attacked and their banners burned 


|mear the pier by Nationalist sup- 


porters. 
“I see nothing on the horizon to 
warrant hope,” he said as he 


stepped aboard the S. S. Rajputana 
for the trip to London, where he 
will demand self-governmen for 
his native land. 

“I was born an optimist and I am 
hoping against hepe. My faith is 
in God and He seems to have made 
my way clear for me to go to Lon- 
don. Therefore I expect He will 
use me as His instrument for the 
service of humanity. For me the 
service of India is identical with 
the service of humanity.” 

Cheered by Crowds, 

Gandhi walked through masses 
of cheering people up the gang- 
plank to his quarters on the sec- 
ond-class deck. His scarf was 
thrown loosely across his shoulders 
and a watch dangled from his 
waist. The goats were in charge 
of Miss Madeline Slade, his English 
disciple, who will restrict him to a 
diet of milk, nuts and fruit during 
the trip. 

Gandhi received his passport, de- 
scribing him as a barrister, from a 
specially deputized officer. Affix- 
ing his signature, he laughed and 
remarked ‘‘debarred barrister.” 
After studying law in London, he 
was admitted to the bar in 1891, 
but was disbarred in 1922 after his 
caustic utterances in behalf of In- 
dian independence. 

Before he left his house, his 
supporters held a large farewell 
meeting. He told them from a bal- 
cony that he would try to be 
worthy of the enormus trust the 
people had reposed in him, saying: 
“I am a-crippled man, but it is 
natural that a crippled nation 
should have a crippled delegate.” 

A few hecklers shouted, “Shame, 
Gandhi; boycott the round table.”’ 
But they were silenced by the en- 
thusiasm of his adherents. His 
house hummed with activity and 
Miss Slade was the busiest person 
there as she supervised the packing 
of his luggage and other .details of 
his departure. 


Banners Denounce Gandhi. 

The casualties occurred when 
about 50 members of the radical 
organization marched toward the 
waterfront carrying banners’ that 
denounced Gandhi and the Nation- 
alist Congress. Some of the ban- 
ners read “Gandhi goes to London 
on his bended knees” and “Down 
with Gandhi.” 

When the procession reached the 
pier Nationalists who had _ been 
trailing along attacked the march- 
ers, tore their banners.away from 
them, and belabored them with 
staves and their fists. 

“Though. Congress may be repu- 
diated by sections of people in In- 
dia,’” Gandhi continued, “it aims to 
represent the whole of India and, 
therefore, to deserve the trust re- 
posed in me and imposed upon me, 
I shall endeavor to represent every 
interest that does not conflict with 
the interests of the dumb millions 
for which the Congress predomi- 
nantly exists. 

“I hope the Provincial Govern- 
ments, the Civil Service and En- 
glish mercantile houses will help 
the Congress to realize the mission 
it has set before itself. Represent- 
ing as the Congress does the mes- 
sage of non-violence and truth, it 
can only succeed bythe good will 
of alli component parts of the na- 
ti and I am therefore hoping 
that that good will will be extend- 
ed to this humble representative on 
his errand.” 

Gandhi’s wife was at the pier to 
see him off. “Now, don’t you wor- 
ry,” the Mahatma called to her. 
“Tl be all right.”

BAILEY’S ISLAND, Me., Aug. 
29.—Alfred P. Dennis, member of 
the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion, drowned himself in Casco Bay 
here early today. The body was 
found on the sand where it had 
been washed up by the tide. 

Members of his family said he 
had been despondent for some time 
because of ill health. 

He arose before the rest of the 
household this morning, and, clad 
only in his pajamas, wandered 
about a quarter of a mile from the 


cottage. 

The body was found by a small 
searching party made up of rela- 
tives and friends. 

Medical Examiner Gilbert M. 
Elliott declared it a case of suicide 
by drowning. 

Dennis, who was 62 years old, 
was appointed to the Tariff Com- 
mission by President Coolidge in 
March, 1925, and two months later 
was named vice chairman. He was 
a Democrat and taught at Prince- 
ton, Wesleyan and Smith from 1893 
to 1907. 

He was a commercial attache. of 
the United States embassy at Rome 
from 1918 to 1921 and a special 
representative of the Department 
of Commerce for Secretary Hoover 
in Central and Eastern Europe dur- 
ing 1922 and 1923. He was assist- 
ant to Secretary Hoover in 1924. 

His widow and two sons survive. 


Dennis, in Letter to Brossard, Told 
of “Another Bad Summer.” 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Edgar 
B. Brossard of Utah, acting chair- 
man of the Tariff Comimssion, said 
Alfred P. Dennis had been in poor 
health for some time, and that only 
this week he (Brossard) had- re- 
ceived a letter from Dennis report- 
ing “another bad summer” as a re- 
sult of a siege of indigestion. : 

Dennis left here about July 1 for 
Maine, but previous to that had 
been compelled to be away from 
his duties for two weeks in June 
because of illness. 

Dennis was known as a protec- 
tionist, alihough he was appointed 
to the Tariff Commission as 4 
Democrat. The vacancy will have 
to be filled by another Democrat 
since the law stipulates the  six- 
member bipartisan body shall be 
composed of an equal number of 
Republicans and Democrats. 

Dennis was personally acquainted 
with President Hoover for many 
years and was a frequent caller at 
the White House. While serving 
as commercial attache at London 
he conducted several investigations 
in Europe for Mr. Hoover, then 
Secretary of Commerce. 

The letter Denis wrote Commis- 
sioner Brossard from Maine was 
dated Aug. 24 and suid the com- 
missioner expected to be back in 
Washington “before many days 
now.” 

At the beginning Dennis said he 
was “perfectly satisfied that you 
are taking the right steps in the 
lumber investigution” and expressed 
the belief the commission would 


reach an agreement on this investi. 
gation “without much difficulty.”

He said he 
lured Mrs. Hicker and her children 
to the Quiet Dell, building, police 
said, but there he stopped and 
asked the officers to desist in their 
questioning for a half Nour while 
he read the Bible. They consented 
after he said he would resume his 
statement and make a signed con- 
fession. The police said Pierson 
told them he had brought Mrs. 
Eicher to West Virginia and a 
week later returned to Chicago for 
the three children. 

Pierson said, according to police, 
that he gave Mrs. Eicher’s oldest 
daughter a note signed by her 
mother and sent her to the Park 
Ridge State Bank. The note di- 
rected the bank to give the girl 
$1000 from her mother’s account. 
The money was given to the girl, 
she gave the money to him, and he 
and the children came to- West Vir- 
ginia. 

The bodies, wrapped in burlap 
and buried in a drain sewer be- 
neath an oddly-coustructed garage 
six miles from here, were tenta- 
tively identified as those of Mrs. 
Eicher, well-to-do widow, gnd her 
children, Harry, 12, Greta, 14, and 
Apabel, 9. 

The basement of the garage was 
divided by thick brick walls into 
four chambers. There was a gas 
jet in each of these. Police ex- 
pressed the belief the victims 
might have been gassed, although 
there were marks of violence on 
all the bodies. 

A physician who examined bones 
in the ruins of a cottage near where 
the bodies were found yesterday 
said they resembled a human 
wrist and finger. The cottage, 
owned by the wife of Pierson, was 
destroyed by fire last spring. 

Dr. H. H. Haynes, who assisted 
in an autopsy, said apparently Mrs. 
Eicher and ‘her children had been 
hanged. A piece of rope was found 
around a rafter above a trap door 
that led from the garage floor to 
the basement. The boy’s skull had 
been fractured twice with a ham- 
mer found with the bodies. 

For 12 aours Pierson maintained 
he knew nothing of the death of 
the woman and children. He with- 
stood questioning by police offi- 
cers of Clarks.urg and Charleston, 
W. Va., and detectives from Chi- 
cago. During the night he posed 
for a photographer. He held a 
hammer while one picture was 
taken—and smiled. Toward day- 
break, however, detectives said 
Pierson showed signs of collapse. —

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—A one- 
year credit of $400,000,000 hag 
been extended to the new British 
Government by banking interests 
of this country and France. 

‘The announcement is made by 
J. P. Morgan & Co., which, with 
109 other American banking 
houses have placed $200,000,000 at 
the disposal of the Bank of En- 
gland. French bankers have made 
the same amount available, 

The credit was arranged for the 
purpose of stabilizing sterling ex- 
change. It will not be used to re- 
pay the credit of $250,000,000 ex- 
tended by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York and the Bank 


of France to the Bank of Engiand 
Aug. 1. That credit was drawn 
upon heavily to support sterling. 

The rate charged by the banking 
interests was not disclosed, but 
American bankers indicated that 
the $100,000,000 portion of the 
French credit, which is to be of- 
fered to the public of that nation 
would carry 4% per cent. 

It is the usual practice of Amer- 
ican bankers to fix maximum and 
minimum rates of discount for 
British Treasury bills and to be 
governed by the money market, 
There is usually a fixed charge for 
opening the credit whether drawn 
on or not. 

Short-Term Bills. 

When the British Government 
desires to use the credit the par- 
ticipating American bankers’ will 
buy Treasury bills from the Bank 
of England at a discount. The bills 
will run 60 or 90 days and be sub- 
ject to renewal. 

Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., said no conditions 
as to fiscal reforms had been im- 
posed by the American bankers. 
Before the credit was arranged 
labor organs in Great Britain 
blamed American bankers for the

Speculation as to Course. 

“Tell my friends in Seaham that 
1 place myself unreservedly in their 
hands and am willing to do what- 
ever they desire.” 

The demand for the Prime Min- 
ister’s resignation has caused con- 
siderable speculation as to his 
probable course. 

If he resigns immediately he 
would lose his seat in the House 
and in order to continue as Prime 
Minister might have to be elevated 
immediately to the House of Lords. 
There have been Prime Ministers 
in the past from the Upper House. 

It is felt, however, that MacDon- 
ald will not interpret the Seaham 
resolution as asking for his resig- 
nation before such time as a gen- 
eral election can be called, and that 
he will continue to represent his 
constituency until then.

$200,000,000 Available at Once to 
Great Britain.

PARIS, Aug. 24¥.—Contracts for 


a loan to Great Britain by private 
French bankers were concluded to- 
day, placing $200,000,000 at the 
immediate disposal of the British 
Government. 

This is the first British loan ever 
offered to the French public. It is 
in the form of one-year 4% per 
cent treasury bonds, free of tax as 
are the French Government and 
Paris municipal bonds.

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ABOUT EELS. 

The maiden voyage of the ketch Atlantis, scien- 
tific vessel of the Woods Hole Oceanographic Iiisti- 
tution, was devoted to a search for the breeding place 
of eels. Contrary to the salmon, which is found in 
fresh water during the spawning period, the eel 
breeds in the ocean and migrates to fresh water. ° S. 
E. Clowser, mate of the Atlantis, gives the opinion 
that mid-Atlantic is the eel nursery, since many baby 
eels were taken there. Some years ago it was 
established by Dr. Johannes Schmidt that the Eu- 
ropean eel (anguilla anguilla), differing only slight- 
ly from the American eel (anguilla chrysypa), crosses 
the Atlantic and breeds in an area southeast of Ber- 
muda, dying after propagating. 

Baby eels taken by the Atlantis were in the lar- 
val stage of development, and were described as 
shaped like the leaf of a willow tree, thin as paper 
and transparent. In a year from birth, the larvae 
assume their mature form and, as elvers, or little 
eels, make for fresh water. During winter and 
spring they travel up the rivers and distribute them- 
selves in every available stream or pond. Their pres- 
ence in isolated bodies of water must give rise to 
the superstition that obtains about other marine 
creatures, namely, that they come down with rain.

There are mean souls that, reading about Bishop

and implication and innuendo. It is almost impossi- 
ble to measure the quantity of guilt a good, compe- 
tent “Ab-er” can jam into an “Ah.” But having stood 


loyally by the Bishop, as we think we have, through- 


out the whole stormy passage, we shall not quit 
him now. 

Let us see if we can clear up this vexatious deficit 
which may be troubling the spirits of even the faith- 
ful. That there was a deficit, after that 1928 cam- 
paign, may be accepted as a statement of fact. And 
with his horror for debt, an emotion most of us 
share, the Bishop wished earnestly to pay it off.

That was in December, following the November 
election. Later, the supposedly dead and buried 
deficit “crawled into life again,” as the poet phrased 
it.

This recur- 
rence of the deficit, it seems, had not been com- 
municated to Mr. Jameson, wilto observed, “It is news 
to me,” as he heard the letter read. And perhaps it

S an institution without records, the 
A circus is unique. It carries its history 
within itself, and all we can learn of its 
beginnings is summed up in the observa- 
tion that the grand finale of the greatest 
show on earth is—a chariot race. The 
Only two circus owners generally known to 
the world are Nero and Phineas T. Barnum, 
When Barnum was 18, in 1828, he was 
running a smail store. His first humbug, 
as he called it later on, was Joice Heth, an 
aged Negro slave, supposed to have been 
the nurse of George Washingion. He made 
$1500 a week. exhibiting her. Shortly he 
acquired the mermaid and the woolly horse. 
Later he exhibited a herd of buffalo, the 
first Wild West show, and the occasion is 
an illustration of his whole career. He ad- 
vertised the exhibition as free, but held it 
in Hoboken and secretly bought the ferry 
beat concession for the day. The buffalo 
were not a success, but the ferry boats were. 
It was said that once the Barnum crowd 
burned a railway bridge to keep the rival 
Bailey show from coming into town. When 
a baby elephant was born in the Bailey 
show, the first born in captivity, Barnum 
wired Bailey an offer of $100,000 for the 
infant. Bailey reproduced the telegram on 
the billboards under the caption, “What 
Barnum Thinks of the Baby Elephant.” It 
was only in 1880 that the two reached an 
agreement and Barnum & Bailey, the Great- 
est Show on Earth, came into existence. It 
was Bailey now who dreamed huge dreams, 
put on the Nero spectacle, in which 1900 
people appeared, and took the spectacle 
on a four-year tour of Europe. 
. a. . 


In 1909 the Ringling Brothers and Bar- 
num & Bailey combined shows opened in 
Madison Square Garden. From the Ring- 
ling route sheet for 1930, I find that among 
other things that went along as part of 
the show were more than 1600 people, 735 
horses, five herds of elephants, more than 
1000 other animals, 190 double-length rail- 
road cars, a staff of doctors, lawyers, den- 
tists, cooks, detectives and school teachers; 


for 60 circus children travel with the show. 

There are no union hours in a cireus. 
Today, however, the routine is easier be- 
cause there are no longer any parades 
“Mr. John” (last of the six Ringling broth- 
ers) is given credit for this break in tradi- 
tion. The story goes that the parade had 
to be cut out in one town at the last mo- 
ment, and the performance that afternoon 
was such a financial success that the parade 
never marched again.

12 PCT. CUT IN WINTER 
WHEAT ACREAGE LIKELY 


Agriculture Department Reports 
Sowing This Fall Will Be 
Smallest Since 1914. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
American winter wheat farmers, 
influenced by unprecedented low 
prices and burdensome surplus 
supplies, intend to reduce their 
acreage for harvest next year by 
12 per cent. 

The Agriculture Department said 
today that, if intentions thus far 
reported are carried out, 37,344,- 
000 acres will be sown this fail, 
the smallest acreage since 1914. 

A bumper crop of 894,000,000 
bushels of wheat has been indicat- 
ed for harvest this year. This 
plentiful supply adds to a domes- 
tic carryover from last year’s crop 
of 319,000,000 bushels, indicating a 
total supply in the United States 
of 1,213,000,000 bushels, nearly 
enough to meet two years’ normal 
domestic demand. 

The intended winter wheat plant- 
ing compares with 42,422,000 sown 
a year ago. Last fall “farmers cut 
acreage one and one-half per cent 
as compared with 1929 plantings. 

Spring Wheat Reduced, on 

Low prices also had their effect 
on spring Wheat plantings early 
this year when farmers reduced 
acreage by 15 per cent. The pros- 
pective yield of spring wheat has 
been further reduced by drouth un- 
til the crop now is expected to be 
one of the smallest on record. 

The Farm Board has repeatedly 
urged a reduction of at least 20 
per cent. 

Throughout the controversy sur- 
rounding the troubles of wheat 
farmers, Chairman Stonv has taken 
the position that the responsibility 
for supplies and prices Hes entire- 
ly with the farmer. 

The board bought surplus wheat 
from the 1929 and 1930 crops to 
bolster prices. As a result more 
than 200,000,000 bushels are now 
controlled by it. Last week the 
board bartered 25,000,000 bushels 
with Brazil for 1,050,000 bags of 
coffee in an effort to dispose of 
part of the surplus. 

When the 1931 crop began mov- 
ing to market, the Farm Board 
discontinued stabilizing prices. 
Southwestern growers, grain trad- 
ers and Senate leaders, including 
Senator Capper and Vice President 
Curtis, both Kansas Republicans, 
demanded that the board keep its 
holdings off domestic markets to 
prevent competition with the new 
crop. The board declined but 
agreed-to limit sales to 60,000,000 
bushels this year, exclusive of sales 
to foreign governments then under 
consideration. 

50 Per Cent Cut Necessary. 

With a supply of 1,213,000,000 
bushels available with this year’s 
harvest and carryover, department 
statisticians have estimated that a 
50 per cent reduction in acreage 
would be necessary to reduce the 
stocks to a normal carryover of 
100,000,000 bushels by July 1, 1933. 
The normal domestic require- 
ment is 650,000,000 bushels, leav- 
ing a surplus for export this year 
of 563,000,000 bushels. If United 
States exports should only equal 
last year’s exports of 113,000,000, 
a carryover of 450,000,000 bushels 
is indicated for July 1, 1932.

Foreign Minister, on Way to 
Geneva, Says Russia De- 
sires to End Suspicion.

BERLIN, Aug. 29. —Maxim Lit- 

vinoff, Soviet Commissar for For- 

eign Affairs, here on his fay to 
Geneva, yesterday expressed hope 
that the League of Nations Council 
would give serious consideration to 
Russia’s proposed “non-aggression 
in business’’ pact. 

The Russian Foreign Minister, 
on the way to the meeting of the 
League of Nations Assembly, said 
Soviet Russia desired to “clear the: 
atmosphere of suspicion.” 

He said no negotiations were un- 
der way between Russia and 
Poland, Polish Minister Patek hav- 
ing merely handed over recently 
the records of the 1926-27 nego- 
tiations, which failed because Rus- 
sia would not meet Polish stipula- 
tions. 

Commissar Litvinoff invited the 
capitalistic world last May to join 
the Sovict Government in a multi- 
lateral treaty of economic non- 
aggression. The treaty would rec- 
ognize that “the mitigation of the 
crisis which has overtaken the na- 
tional economy of most countries 
requires, in addition to abstention 
from war as a means of solution 
of international conflicts, the com- 
plete ces8ation of all-forms of eco- 
nomic aggression, both avowed and 
concealed, by any countries or 
groups of countries * * * ir- 
respective of their political-eco- 
nomic systems.” 

Under the proposed treaty, na- 
tions would “undertake not to 
adopt in their relations with each 
other any discrimination what- 
soever.’

FGVPT URGES WORLD 
CONFERENCE ON COTTON 


Southern Senators to Hold An- 
other Session to Consider 
Relief Measure. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Ar- 


rangements were made for a sec- 
ond conference of Southern Sena- 
tors with Farm Board members on 
the cotton problem today, when the 
Egyptian proposal for an interna- 


tional discussion came to the board. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
receipt from the State Department 
of the formal Egyptian proposal, 
the board received a request from 
Senator Smith of South Carolina 
for a conference. He was not 
present at the meeting of Southern 
Senators yesterday when the plans 
of Senator George of Georgia and 
others were discussed as a possible 
means of reducing cotton supply 
and increasing prices. Smith has 
been pressing for the adoption of 
his own proposal for the purchase 
of 8,000,000 bales of cotton by the 
board at current prices contingent 
upon farmers’ signing contracts not 
to plant next year. The cotton 
would be resold to those farmers 
next year plus reasonable carrying 
charges. 


Minister Sidarouss of Egypt 
transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment a formal note from his Gov- 
ernment suggesting a world meet- 
ing or the appointment of an inter- 
national committee to deal with the 
cotton crisis. 


Williams said a 
Egyptian Government would be 
sent within a short time. He said 
he could see no reason the board 
should not be willing to discuss the 
world cotton problem with repre- 
sentatives of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, or any government.

There is an explanation I wish 
to make in regard to the center 
field choice because the list an- 
nounced two weeks ago showed 
Cobb in left field, and not in ecn- 
ter. Cobb played center field that 
season and batted above .400. 
Speaker, like Cobb, was still one of 
our greatest stars and he hit .378. 
Both figured good enough for any 
outfield and Ty had played some 
games in left field, so in the selec- 
tions of that season I was able to 
include both. It was a case of tavo 
center fielders standing out so far 
above the rank'‘and file that neith- 
er could be left off. If I had to 
leave either off that year it would 
have been Speaker, so in this latest 
comparison of performances of the 
two players for the same year I 
name Cobb.
